Mr. James Cawley (instructed by Messrs. 
Fitzgerald and McCormack) applied on behalf 
of Joseph Coleery, of Ballysodare, Co. Sligo, 
for a conditional order for a writ of 
certiorari directed to the District Justice of 
Collooney District Court, Co. Sligo, for the 
purpose of having an order of the district court, 
dated the dated September, 1924, brought up 
and quashed. 

Counsel explained that Coleery was charged 
by Inspector Hughes, under the Public 
Safety Act, with obstructing the Civic Guards 
in the discharge of their duty, and was sen- 
tenced to two months’ imprisonment in Sligo 
Jail. No summons had ever been served on 
Coleery, and the first intimation he got of 
the summons and sentence was when he read 
a report of the case in a local newspaper while 
he was in. London. 

Coleery, in his affidavit, stated that on the 
19th September he left Ballysodare to go to 
London, and remained in London until the 
2nd October. On the 29th September he read 
a report of his summons and conviction, and 
returned to Sligo to surrender himself to the 
Civic Guard at Collooney. No summons was 
served on him; he knew nothing about the 
proceedings at the district court, and he was 
not guilty of the offence alleged against him, 
or of any offence whatsoever. 

Counsel also read an affidavit of Marian 
Whelan, of Ballysodare, with whom Coleery 
had lodged, in which she stated that when 
the Civic Guard left the summons with her 
she told him that the defendant had gone to 
London, and the Civic Guard replied that she 
could give it to him when he returned. Counsel 
submitted that the service of the summons was 
bad, or that there was no service, and that 
the justice acted in excess of or without juris- 
diction. 

ú Mr. Justice Murnaghan granted the applica- 
ion. 


Prisoner, giving evidence, said that he came 
from Belfast to Dublin, and that having got 
into the yard behind Norton's he found he 
could: not get out except by going up on the 
roof, and from one house he got into another, 
and fell asleep.

TWO MEN CONVICTED. 


John McCabe, of Liverpool, and Thomas 
Devine, of Manchester, were each sentenced to 
twelye months’ imprisonment, with hard 
labour, for having, on the 5th February, 
stolen a purse containing two gold studs and 
stamps, value 16s.

‘CONSULATE CLERKS 
PROSECUTED. 


In the Dublin District Court yesterda 
before Mr. Cussen, two men, described 2 
clerks, whose address was given as 28 U 
Pembroke street, named eet C. Aughiss- 
baugh and Francis T. Arms „were 
tharged on remand by Detective. rgeant 
Doddy and Detective O'Keefe with having, on 
the 9th October, at Lower Abbey street, Bub. 
lin, corruptly accepted a gift of £8 from a 
man, named Sillot, as a reward for fraudu- 
lently altering certain appointment cards 
issued 3 of the American-Consul, 
contrary e Preventio i 
Act. 1906. n of Corruption 

Mr. Laverty, of the Chief State Solicitor’s: 
Office, who prosecuted, said that it was 
alleged that the accused made use of their 
position to alter certain appointment cards, 
and so enable some persons to obtain earlier 
appointments than they were entitled to. 
It was also alleged that bribes were 
by the accused for making the alterations, and 
the Consulate took a very serious view of the 
matter. 

Mr. Sillot, Steam Shipping Agent, identified 
four appointment cards, which he said that 
he got on last Thursday week, and brought 
to the American Consul's Office, where he saw 
Armstrong, one of the accused. The witness 
asked him if he could advance the date on the 
cards. He hesitated, but after some persuasion 
he said that he would meet the witness 
at Mooney’s at 5 o'clock for the purpose of 
transacting the business that he had in view. 
Armstrong did not turn up, but the other 
man did. He approached the witness and 
asked him if his name was Smith, The wit- 
ness said that it was not. Intuition,“ said 
the witness, told us what both of us wanted, 
and I asked him in for a drink.” The wit- 
ness told him that he was a shipping agent, 
and Aughissbaugh asked for his card: The 
witness said that he had none, and Aughiss- 
haugh said he would not have anything 
further to do with it, as there was 
trouble brewing. It was only after 
pressure that he consented to alter 
the cards and advance the dates 
from February to October. He said then that 
it would be impossible to alte the dates, as 
it would be an injustice to other passengers. 
After considerable pressure and an offer of 
£8, he agree to receive the money. and 
change the dates. He went to the Consul’s 
ofice, and returned to him again with the 
dates changed. The witness. then gave him 
the £8, and the accused said that Armstrong 
could not come. hu 

Examined by Mr, K. H. Burne, who ap- 
peared for both’ the accused, the witness said 
that the. whole thing was rehearsed in the 
police. station, and he was only ,part of, the 
machinery; and an unwilling part,“ added 
witness, 


Mr. 
said that Both men had access to the ap- 
pointment cards. ' 

In reply to Mr. Burne, the witness said 
that the work of the accused had always 
been satisfactory, with the exception of this 
transaction, They had now lost their posts. 

Mr. Cussen. characterised the offence as a 
grave one. It would be intolerable if the 
officers attached to the Consulate of America 
in the capital of the Saorstat were to be at 
liberty, without punishment, to add to their 
salaries at the expense of the citizens of the 
Saorstat, because that was what it amounted 
to. He appreciated th attitude taken up 
by the American Consulate in pressing on 
this case, but in view of the previous good 
character of the accused, he would not send 
them te prison. He imposed on each a fine 
of £25, end directed that they should pay 
£2 10s. towards the costs of the prosecution.

DR. BYRNE’S ADDRESS. 
Taking as his subject, The Christian 
Family and its External Enemies, the Very 
Rev. Dr. Byrne, C.. Sp., Provincial, said 
that the interests of the home were, with 
those of religion and economics, the basic in- 
terests of human society. Nothing was 
sacred nowadays. Science and art were to 
take the place of religion. The right of 

ivate ownership was questioned, and the 
overnment was to become the father of all 
the nation—a political paternalism that would 
keep the nation for ever children. Education 
was to be taken from parents and taken over 
by the State. Divorce laws were tearing 
homes to pieces, and only for the shreds of 
decency that remained, and a public opinion 
that was daily weakening, society would re- 
turn to the filth of paganism. 
Jesus Christ had borne witness to the 
Jews and to His Apostles that marriage, 
from its institution, should exist between two 
‘only—that was between one man and one 
woman—and that the marriage bond was 
by the Will of God so strongly made that no 
man could dissolve it. God desired children. 
Their. birth, He confided to the married 
couple, who were God’s agents for peopling 
Heaven. God did not want mere successful 
business men, nor heroes, nor great geniuses 


He said that the family

men who would make it their: chief aim in 
life to know, love, and serve Him, and love 
their fellcw men for His sake, and thus pre- 
pare themselves for a happy eternity.

SACREDNESS OF MARRIAGE. 
Philosophy, theology, and history all 
showed sacredness of marriage. 
very low, however, in the course of centuries. 
The pursuit of sensual pleasure led men to dis- 
regard law, and, as a consequence polygamy, 
plurality of wives, or, worse still, pluralit 
of husbands, and divorce were tolerated. 
The family, as instituted by God, was de- 
praved and ‘disrupted. At Hi 
restored marriage to its original sanctity and 
beauty—much to the benefit, of the individual, 
and even of the State and society at large. 
Union was restored. One man should marry 
one woman, and the bond was perpetual. 
The chief duty of Governments was to 
safeguard the liberty of the Christian home, 
&O that the families 8 8 nation wes 
composed might be able, in sufficiency an 
peace, to discharge their duties to God. In 
spite of this principle, democracy to-day 
tended towards centralisation of power and 
the control of matters purely 3 to the 
family or to religion. He was thinking of the 
Education Bills in the United States and the 
education law in France, and other abuses of 
modern Governments. 

The Christian family had a right to a home 
—to its own private property. The Chris- 
tian worker had a right to a living Wage, so 
that he and his family might live at least in 
moderate comfort. Christian parents had the 
right to the care of their own children. The. 
proper ordering of the home required unity 
of marriage. If these rights and privileges 
were safeguarded the home would be a nar- 
sery of healthy, intelligent Christians, honést 
workers ahd patriotic citizens. 

Of external enemies used to frustrate God's 
designs, the first was the demon himeelf. 
they not detect his. work in 
the efforts against Christian marriage, 
against Christian education, against the 
Church in the terrible economic disorders? 
All this interfered with man's spiritual wel- 
fare and God’s designs in the world. 

The efforts of those who taught and en- 
couraged birth control were directed against 
God's desire for children for saints. Ignorance 
was the most charitable explanation of their 
unfortunate propaganda against God. St. 
Paul taught that marriage must not be dis- 
honoured and made a means of procuring 
mere sensual satisfaction against the laws of 
God and nature. 

There were other enemies that made it im- 
possible for parents to keep their homes or 
bring up their children as they should. Among 
these were poverty, distress, drink, gamblin 
and betting, club membership, ignorance, an 
negligence. 

CAUSES OF DISTRESS. | 

Distress might arise from sickness or mis- 
fortune. In such a case a man and a family 
rendered destitute had a right to the neces- 
saries of life. A Christian Government would 
meet these needs by a system of insurance—a 
union or guild regulation, Distress might also 
arise from the covetousness of employers, cr 
“*, rofiteering business men or usurers. The 
worker had a right to a iiving wage. Wealth, 
like manure, was best when spread around. 
Let them not be covetous. It was the fault cf 
the capitalist, who sought in his business 
gain, power and influence. It was the fault of 
the worker, who, in his heart; was prompted 
merely to secure for himself a share in the 
world’s goods, however small. If the capi- 
talist and worker acted as brothers, and 
sought first the Kingdom of God, the econo- 
mic question would settle itself. Vice often 
caused distress—money hard earned or much 
needed being risked in gambling or ‘betting. 
Gambling was wrong. and dangerous. yet it 
was used as & means to get money for holy 
causes. They condemned it, and vet they 
used it. The tricking of the Stock Exchange 
was only respectable betting.. Many had 
been ruined by gambling, by betting, by 
dealing on the Stock Exchange When 
gambling and betting became a pub- 
hie danger they should he stopped. 
Drink was another vice that ruined the home. 
Clubs, public entertainments, ‘and dancing 
had also done damage to the home. A father’s 
place was at home. So was a mother’s. There 
— no place like home when love reigned 

ere. ä 
Divorce was the worst enemy of marriage 
of which theology knew. Some modern Go- 
vernments had made this breaking of the 
marriage bond lawful, tearing to pieces the 
Christian home and exposing innocent, children 
to ruin of soul and body.

‘INDUSTRIAL ASSURANCE. 

The Industrial Assurance Bill was down for 
third reading. 

Mr. McGuffin said that it was rather unique 
that a bill should pass through Parliament 
without a solitary comment. 
Dr. Morrison said that he was not in the 
habit of burning incense at the Government 
shrine, but he complimented them on a first 
class measure. They had dealt with ques- 
tions which touched the poorest class of their 
countrymen, and that showed that ne were 
working with the object of relieving the dis- 
tress of those who were down and out.

Senator Leslie moved to delete the provi- 
sion in Clause 4, that, in the case of the 
death of the putative father, the Court may 
make an order for the payment out of his 
estate of such lump sum as the Court thinks 
just.” He described the proposal as a com- 
plete dislocation of the ordinary law.. What 
would become of the lump sum in the case 
of the death of the child? In the case of a 
married man coming under the Act, if he 
died, were they, under the bill, going to 
sell up his estate? At the present time the 
widow was entitled to the first £500, and if 
he left nothing but a house and some furniture, 
were they going to sell up the home to pro- 
vide that lump sum:

McHugh (Mayo), Mr. Kyd (actuary), Mr.

WANT OF PUBLIC OPINION. 


Speaking at the annual meeting of the 
Leix National Teachers’ Association, Mr. T. 
J. O’Connell, T.D., General Secretary, Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation, referred to 
the lack of public interest in the question of 
education. The chief object of education, he 
said, was to make good citizens. He 
thought anyone who knew the country would 
admit that if there was more education 
among the people this country would not have 
been put through the suffering it had had to 
endure for the past three or four years. So 
far as educational matters wete concerned 
they were at a very low ebb, indeed, chiefly 
because of that. want of public opinion on 
the question. The work of the teacher and 
his influence in forming the minds of the 
children were often pulled down by the in- 
fluence of bad environments, and unsuitable 
school buildings in cheerless surroundings. In 
Scotland the amount spent on education, be- 
tween State and local grants, was, approxi- 
mately, £11,000,000; in Ireland, North and 
South, the sum spent from State and local 
sources would not reach £6,000,000. 

Mr. Farrell, Cloneygowan, National 
School teacher, said that he was surprised 
that the Labour Party had not taken up this 
question. 

A resolution was passed, declaring that, 
without a system of regular attendance, com- 
bined with comfortable schools and suitable 
playgrounds, education in the proper sense of 
the word was impossible.

Although tl.e members part with Leinster 
House with a regret that has in it more than 
mere sentiment, they will soon find that in 
Ballsbridge they have a very comfortable 
and convenient home. It is certainly a 
valuable consideration that fully sixty per 
ecnt. of the members live in that area, and 
that the acommodation at Ballsbridge gives 
the Council an 2 to develop the 
activities of the iety in a direction that 
was not possible at Leinster House. For 
instance, a luncheon room, « coffee room, 
and a smoking room—all new departures— 
will be opened almost at once. These in- 
creased facilities for social intercourse will, 
it is expected, tend to draw the members 
closer together, and to attract many more 
to the Society. 

The work oí removing the Society's 
valuable property from Leinster House has 
been carried out expeditiously and safely. 
The transferring of the library of 75, 


volumes was in itself a big undertaking, and 


there was a large collection of marbles, 
busts, pedestals and statues—including the 
heavy Discobolus presented to the Society b 
the late Mrs.Putland, of Bray—to be . 
Members of the House and visitors to the 
Dail Chamber will miss the oil paintings that 
adorned the central hall of Leinster House, 
with Barry’s noted ‘‘ Cymbeline” at the 
head of the fine staircase. All those are now 
in Ballsbridge. 

For the present the library will be located 
for convenience of reference on the galleries 
of the Main Hall at Ballsbridge. As soon 
as the shelving and other furniture has been 
fitted up, the library will be housed in the 
Art Industries Hall, a spacious apartment, 
eminently suited for such a purpose. This 
Hall will be extended at one end, and, with 
the construction of a stage, it will make a 
fine lecture theatre. In this hall, after a 
while, will be erected the orchestral organ 
now in the Dail Chamber in Leinster House. 

It is intended to start immediately with 
the building of a new wing facing Merrion 
road, in which there will be located various 
rooms for the use of members of the Society 
and offices for the administration staff. When 
this is completed the Society’s accommoda- 
tion will be better than was possible at 
Leinster House, and will, of course, be of a 
more modern kind. In the meantime the 
members will find little to complain about in 
the rooms already there end ready for their 
use. The changes at Ballsbridge, made 
necessary by the needs of the Government for 
a Parliament House, .will not in the slichtest 
degree interfere with the Society’s show ar- 
rangements. 

Some of the. more enthiisiastic of those who 
guide the Society’s destinies regard the 
transfer to Ballsbridge as full of possibilities 
for growth. In five years the Society will 
celebrate its 200th anniversary, and it is 
hoped that by that time there will be at 
Ballsbridge an institution provided and fitted 
far beyond the dreams of even those who 
have brought the Society to its present high 
positi n.

BRITISH OFFICER’S SMART 


CAPTURE. 


COLOGNE, Tuesday. 

Two Germans named Leo Koenn and 
Michael Sehl were brought before the British 
Military Court to-day on the charge of 
causing bodily harm to a British officer of 
the Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry, and 
with burglary. An accomplice, ichael 
Skarlett, is in hospital awaiting trial ding 
his recovery from bullet wounds in the chest 
and jaw. 

The officer was awakened while in bed at 
eleven o'clock at night to find the man 
Koenn standing over him holding his own 
Service revolver to his head, whilst three 
other men ransacked the room. The officer 
lay quiet until they left the room, when he 
took his automatic from beneath his pillow, 
sprang out of bed and caught the burglars 
as they were preparing to escape from an 
adjacent room. He shot one burglar and 
severely wounded another. K nn flung 
himself out of the window, and was after- 
wards found lying with the stolen revolver 
in the courtyard below. The fourth man 
escaped, despite a long range shot fired by 
the officer in the darkness. t transpired 
that the Service revolver was not loaded. 

Both men pleaded guilty of burglary, and 
were also found guilty on the major charge. 
Sentence was deferred. 

The sequel to this crime has been the 
round-up of a large band of receivers of, and 
the recovery of, a vast store of stolen pro- 
perty, chiefly British, while three women and 
four men received sentences ranging from 
two to twelve months’ imprisonment. A 
gang of desperate criminals has thus been 
virtually exterminated.— (Reuter. )

OUTBREAK IN DERBYSHIRE. 


The existence of foot-and-mouth disease 
was confirmed yesterday on premises at 
Tupton, near Chesterfield, Derbyshire, two 
cattle out of a lot of five on the premises 
being affected. The total stock, which it has 
been decided to slaughter in connection with 
this outbreak, including two cattle belonging 
to anotiier owner which have been in contact 
with the affected animals, is seven cattle and 
seventeen sheep. 

The cattle in which disease was found were 
some of a lot bought in Derby market on the 
7th inst, and on the information available at 
the moment there is grave suspicion that the 
disease may have existed among animals in 
that market. The Ministry has accordingly 
made an order restricting the movement of 
cattle over an area of about fifteen miles’ 
radius from the scene of the outbreak, and, 
in addition, all the country within which 
animals are normally distributed from Derby 
market to local pure

A SUPER-ZEPPELIN. 


AIRSHIP FOR ATLANTIC 
SERVICE, 


NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

The intention of the Goodyear-Zeppelin 
Company at Akron, Ohio, to construct a 
Zeppelin airship, with a gas capacity of 
5,000,000 cubic feet, which will make it twice 
as large as Z. R. 3, is announced by Mr, Paul 
W. Litchfield, the General Manager of the 
company. 

The airship will be designed especially for 
the Transatlantic service. The working plans 
will be begun immediately after the arrival 
in the United States of Dr. Karl Arnstein, 
the chief designer of the German Zeppelin 
Company. He is expected to leave Germany 
in a fortnight with twelve assistant designers. 
Captain Ernst Lehmann, Vice-President of 
the American Company, who was on board the 
Z.R.3 in the Transatlantic flight, will assist 
in the construction of the new airship.—(TAe 
Times Correspondent.) 


£800,000 OFFER FOR

PRIVATE SYNDICATE AND

Notification has been received from the 
Australian, Canadian, and Newfoundland 
Governments that they are willing to partici- 
pate m a Wembley Exhibition next year.

HOW OMAGH REGARDS MR. 
DE VALERA’S VISIT. 


From OUR Srrciar, CORRESPONDENT. 
OMAGH, Tuesday. 
According to the Republican headquarters 
here, the announcement of Mr. de Valera's 
approathing visit to Northern Ireland may be 
regarded as the Republican leader's answer 
to the challenge issued by Mr. Cahir Healy 
that he would not come to the North to “face 
the music.” The general belief is that he 
will be arrested immediately after he has 
crossed the border or on his arrival in Newry. 

In the interval interesting developments 
may be provided by the visit to Tyrone of 
other members of the Republican movement. 
Miss Mary MacSwirey, I am informed, is 
travelling to Omagh to-morrow to address 
the first of a series of meetings arranged for 
her in the constituency. It is thought that 
she will be accompanied by Mrs. Sheehy- 
Skeffington and at least one Republican T.D. 

It is stated—on what authority is not 
known—that the local police have been in- 
} structed to regard Miss MacSwiney, and pos- 
sibly one or two of her companions, as persons 
to whom the Northern Government’s exclusion 
order applies, and to take action accordingly. 

The Unionist Party is leaving nothing un- 
done to secure an exhaustive Unionist poll 
for their nominees. “ We do not want to be 
too optimist ic, said Mr. W. T. Millar to me 
to-night, but we are going to put forth 
every effort to win this fight.“ Yesterday 
the Returning Officer, Colonel Irvine, issued 
nearly three hundred papers for absent voters. 

The Nationalists continue to manifest a 
very lively interest in the progress of events 
here, although they profess to regard the com- 
ing contest as something that is of little con- 
cern to them. There will be no doubt any- 
where,” said one prominent Nationalist to 
me to-day, “as to the position in Tyrone 
and Fermanagh, and the result of 
this election is not goin to 
deceive anybody. The return of Sir Charles 
Falls and Mr. Pringle will in no way affect 
the incontrovertible fact that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the people of Tyrone and 
Fermanagh are in favour of inclusion in the 
Free State.” Not all the Nationalists, how- 
ever, take that view of the situation. 

In several of the Roman Catholic churches 
on Sunday last members of the congregation 
stood up and walked out while the priests 
were advising that voters should not go to 
the poll on 29t. inst. 

No one, of course, believes that the Republi⸗ 
can candidates will be successful in this con- 
test. but the possibility of a fairly strong 
Nationalist poll for them is not too fantastic 
to be considered. The arrest of Mr. de Valera 
and his lodgment in a Northern internment 
camp would be just such a thing as would 
excite the sympathy of a big percentage of 
the Nationalist voters in the two counties 
for the Republican nominees.
